Council took place orga afternoon at the 
Town Hall, Bernard H.

thought there were reasons for making ad- 
vances at the present time; but he thought that 
that aspect ought to be considered by the 
Council. 

Mr. Forsythe but said that the point 
had not come within the terms of reference to 
the Committee. 

The Vice-Chairman said that there was a 
driving force behind the workmen’s application 
which the Council could not frustrate—that the 
wages the men got were insufficient to support 
them. In his opinion, the best means of pro- 
viding the increase should be a matter of 
further consideration. 

Mr. Good suggested that the question of 
fmance should be referred back to the same 
Committee. 

Mr. Forsythe assented to that course. 

THE RATE-COLLECTOR’S PAY. 

The Local Government Board wrote that they 
were not prepared to sanction an increase in 
Mr. Wickham’s ponndage; that he was only 
four years appointed and had got an increase 
in the last year. 

The Council instructed the Clerk to press the 
Local Government Board to grant an increase 
of 4d. in the pound, so as to bring Mr. Wick- 
ham's poundage up to 2d., and to submit to the 
Local Government Board a statement of the 
poundage paid to rate collectors in other dis- 
tricts.

Here the question of “‘ re- 
prisals is raised. The word is mislead. 
ing; but if we take it to mean attacké 
on German towns—Cologne, for instance 
—which are at least as strongly fortified 
as Londan, a coamsistent policy of re. 
prisals would have two results. It would 
disqualify a large number of German 
aeroplanes from attack by keeping them 
engaged busily in defence, and it would 
probably create among the German popu- 
lation a hearty distaste for this sort of 
warfare. The people of London bear 
themselves heroically under the fiery rain 
from heaven; but there is ground for 
belief that German civilians would bear 
themselves far less heroically—would 
probably, after a few doses of their own 
medicine, raise a panic-clamour which 
their Government would be afraid to 
ignore. ‘We discussed yesterday the poli- 
tical and moral aspects of “ reprisals.” 
We think that, if our Government should 
now decide to carry the war into German 
territory, the public opinion of our Allies. 
including the United States, would hold 
that this course, adopted only after 
tremendous provocation, had been forced 
upon us by the sternest considerations of 
military necessity. If the Government 
cannot Gonvinee the country that a defen- 
sive policy alone will save London from 
continuous and increasingly formidable 
air raids, the public demand for “ re. 
prisals” will soon acquire irresistible 
weight. If they are adopted, however, 
they must be justified before humanity by 
one great resolution, common to all the 
Allies.

The Brewing Order. 


The Food Controller has now issued his 
long-expected announcement with regard 
to ‘brewing. It permits the brewing of 
535 1-3 per cent. more beer than was 
authorised under. the Order of March 
29th—but under certain conditions. The 
first is that the Food Controller can take 
15 1-3 per cent. for munition and agricul- 
tural areas, reducing the quantity of addi- 
tional output to 20 per cent. Of the total 
output one-half can be made at a gravily 
not exceeding that which obtained in the 
corresponding quarter of last year, biit the 
other half of the barrelag® must not ex- 
ceed a gravity of “10.36.” If we assume 
that a brewer's output since March 29th 
was 100 barrels, he may, under the new 
terms, manufacture 1335 1-5 barrels in the 
next three months, of which the Con- 
troller will take 13 1-3, leaving 120 
barrels for sale in the three months. The 
sales cannot exceed forty barrels monthly, 
but. the sale of a smaller quantity than 
the forty will permit the surplus to. be 
tacked on to the next months forty 
barrels. Brewers who do not accept these 
terms are bound to the average monthly 
output of the last three months, but must 
not exceed the average gravity of the 
beer which was made in the corresponding 
period of 1916. The additional quantities 
‘rejected by brewers under the new condi- 
tions will be divided among acceptors, sc 
that the output of the Kingdom is cer- 
tain to largely increased. English 
brewers, understand, are, on the 
whole, willing to classify themselves as 
“acceptors,” though many firms are far 
from satistied, for the grievance against 
the new regulations is not confined to 
Ireland. These regulations offer little re- 
lief to the Irish trade, and the output. is 
hardly likely to exceed the Irish barrelage 
under the Order of March 29th. Irish 
beer does not lend itself to an attempt. 
at ‘lightness,’ and the Irish palate 
has .its peculiar tastes. When it is 
said that the average of [Irish beers 
can be taken at 10.66, and that of Eng- 
lish and Scottish beers at 10.45, the dis- 
ability under which Irish establishments 
would have to work is apparent.

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MR. J. W. BIRD, LL.B. 

General regret was expressed in legal circies 
yesterday when the death became known of 
Mr. James W. Bird, LL.B. . Mr. Bird was ad- 
mitted to the Bar in Michaelmas Sittings, 1881, 
and joined the North-West Circuit, of which at 
ihe time of his death he was senior member. 
He was Senior Crown Prosecutor for the County 
and the City of Londonderry, and had pre- 
viously acted as Junior Crown Prosecutor for 
the Counties of Fermanagh and Tyrone. Until 
about a vear ago Mr, Bird had a considerable 
legal practice, but failing health obliged him 
radually to relinquish it. He was a native of 
Wrillick, County Tyrone, and belonged to a 
well-known county family. He succeeded to 
extensive landed property in the Counties of 
Tyrone and Fermanagh, and was himself a 
successful farmer, taking a special interest in 
eattle and sheep, of which he always possessed 
some of the finest specimeng in the country. In 

litics the late Mr Bird was a Unionist, and. 
1is support was always forthcoming for every 
object calculated to benefit Ireland. He was 
one of the most kindly of men, and was held 
in high esteem by all who knew him. He was 
never married.

It was generally supposed that 
the raiders were flying very low, but the 
authorities maintain that they were cer- 
tainly never under 12,500 feet, and that 
they were travelling at from seventy to 
eighty miles ape hour. Many people wlro 
witnessed the raid will find this state 
ment difficult to accept.

We know that the Germans 
were attacked over London, but we do not 
know whether they were attacked before 
they reached it. 

The Prime Minister said to have 
been greatly. impressed by his tour 
through the districts stricken by the raid, 
and his inspection was most thorough, It 
is probable that’ he arrived at the same 
conclusion as other people—that. it will 
not do to allow these raids. to take place, 
since damage of grave military import- 
ance must result. It was only by acct- 
dent that the results of Saturday's raid 
were not far more serious. 

Naturally, there was only one subject 
in the minds of all the members of the 
House this afternoon. The first refer- 
ence to it came in answer to a question 
by Mr. Pemberton Billing, who asked the 
Prime. Minister if the French Govern- 
ment had suggested a sustained air-offen- 
sive Over Germany. Mr. Bonar Law re- 
plied in the negative, and then added that 
the Government proposed to move the ad- 
journment themselves and hold a private 
sitting to discuss questions arising out of 
the ‘air raid. This did not at all suit Mr. 
Billing, who wanted to move the adjourn- 
ment himself and have a public discus- 
but the Speaker pointed out that 
he would gain nothing, as it would still 
to anyone to Spy strangers.” 

The Home Office voté was ‘the subject of 

discussion, and Sir Henry Dalziel seized 
the opportunity to urge hai the Govern- 
ment should aiter their policy, and cause 
general warnings of future raids to be 
viven by the police.

lwndon would be reached, and he under- 
took to consider the matter with the 
authorities. Mr. Churchill ap- 
proved this course. 
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As a quarter past eight approached the 
House rapidly filled up, and at twenty 
minutes past the Prime Minister, who had 
a sheaf of papers in his hand, rose and 
called the attention of the Speaker to the 
fact that strangers were present. Several 
members rose at once to a point of crider, 
on the obvious desire to debate the cues- 
tion, but the Speaker promptly ruled all 
discussion out of- place. Mr. Licyd 
George, with the praiseworthy intention 
of justifying his action in asking for a 
secret was permitted by the 
Speaker to make a short statement before 
strangers were directed to withdraw. He 
said that it would be impossible for him 
to make a statement in full at a public 
sitting. There were certain facts and 
figures which it would be impossible to 
disclose without danger. As to whether 
opportunity would be given for a public 
discussion on the question, that was a 
matter for the House to decide. The 
Government would be ready to give a day, 
but he did not bind himself to make any 
‘statement which would not be in the 
public interest Mr. Pemberton Billing 
rese, but he was greeted with loud cries 
of “Sit down,” and the galleries were 
then cleared. 

The Parliamentary Air Committee, under 
the chairmanship of Mr. Joynson-Hicks,

They 
were allowed sixty minutes, and nothing 
up to stop them from getting here. They 
take over our sons and our best men. and 
leave us without any protection,” “ That,” 
said my hon friend, "ig a state of mind 
that prevails in hundreds of thousands of 
homes in London, and the Government are 
running grave risks if they do not swiftly 
and practically take account of it.”

The Ministry of Food makes the following an 
nouncement 
By the Intoxicating Liquor (Output and Del: 
very) Order No, 2, 1917, the Food Controller 
makes the provision for the brewing during the 
current quarter 334 per cené. more than the 
yermitted under his former Urder oi

The effect of that Order is that 15 1-5 per 
cent. of the extra barrelage is to be brewed 
under the directions of the Food Coniroller, 
and the beer so brewed shall be used for distribu 
tion to munition areas and agricultural district: 
for harvest, etc. 

Brewers who elect to come in under that 
Order have the option of brewing 20 per cent. 
extra barrelage on the following conditions :— 

(a) That they brew 50 per cent. of the total 
amount they are permitted to brew (including 
the extra 20 per cent.) at an average gravity 
not excceding the. average gravity of their tota! 
brew in the correspondmg quarter of last year. 

b) ‘That they brew and distribute 50 per cent. 
of the total amount they are perynitted to brew 
(including the extra 20 per cent.) at gravity not 
exceeding 10.36 degrees. 

(c) That no more than one-third of the total 
output of the current quarter be distributed 
in any one month, but where the allowed quan. 
tity has not been distributed in any month any 
balance may be carried forward to the nest 
month. i 

Any surplus barrelage which the brewer 's 
entitled to carry forward from the last quartet 
is excluded from the operation of the Order. 

Brewers who do not elect to come in under 
the Order are not affected by the Order, and 
the extra barrelage declined by them may be 
brewed by other brewers at a gravity not ex 
ceeding 10.36 degrees under licence of the Food 
Controller, such beer brewed "to be ‘held at his 
disposition. The rights of licence-hoiders are 
conserved under the Order, but a certificate 
issued by an accepting brewer is not available 
for use by a non-accepting brewer. 

Certificates transferred to an accepting brewer 
confer the right to a 20 per cent. increase, cor 
responding to the inerease permitted in the 
barrelage, and such increase obtains whether 
the brewer who grants the certificates is an 
accepting brewer or not, 

Not more than one-half of the beer supplied 
by an accepting brewer under a certificate may 
be supplied at a gravity exceeding 10:36 degrees. 

Brewers who elect to come under thr Order 
must give notice to the Commissioners of 
ee and Excise on or before the 2lst July, 
1917. ' 


WAR BREAD. 


REPLY TO RECENT CRITICISMS, 
Mr. Alen G. Anderson, Vice-Chairman of the 
Wheat Commission, received at the Ministry of 
Food last evening a number of journalists, and 
made a statement on war bread and on the 
criticism that it is unpalatable and indigestible. 
He stated that the public must be educated 
ts look upon bread as the staff of life, noi 
as a dainty food with which their appetite 
is to be tickled. At the invitation of the Food 
Controller a committee of scientific experts are 
engaged on experiments on the digestibility of 
war bread, and the advantage o milling to 
various standards. Certain millers had not 
yet succeeded in properly adapting their 
organisation and machinery to existing re- 
quirements, with the result that badly made 
flour has been used in certain districts, but 
the general standard of milling will, no doubt 
improve in t future. The suggestion that 
the milling of flour should be standardised is 
It is necessary that each centre 
shoyld consume the grain most convenient to 
it, and the Food Controller, owing to the lack 
of supply of any substituted cereal obtainable 
throughout the United Kingdom, would he 
unable to supply the same grain for admixture 
to all mills. The disease, rope, has made iis 
appearance sporadivally throughout the country. 
ls is caused by a germ which is generally 
present in any dirt or dust, and is usually 
found on the outer husk of wheat. The germ 
is almost always present in flour. Milling to 
a higher perceriiage of extraction, and the 
use of wheat of lower grades, such as is now 
coming into the country, tend to increase the 
risk. The bacillus. is normally quite harmless 
but when conditions are favourable it causes 
fermentation. Conditions ing to fermenta- 
tion are warmth and exeessive moisture. and 
the recent trouble probably partly due to 
the exceptional weather. Generally speaking 
Mr. Anderson thought, bakers had done their 
best, and would do better.

‘It came 
throngh a roof and two floors, and landed in a 
ccerner his office. lt was not exploded at 
that moment. (Loud laughter.) 


TIMID MEMBERS AND THE SHELL. 

Members who were examinin the shell at 
the moment handed it back hastily to Sir Henry 
Dalziel, who threw it into the corner of his seat. 

Sir H. DALZIEL, continuing, said that if 
members were interested thev could come to his 
ofice and see for themselves where -the shell 
eame through. He should invite the Under- 
Secretary for War to make a full statement at 
the proper time. , 

Sir FREDERICK BANBURY endorsed what 
Sir “Henry Dalziel said as to the giving of 
warning. If foolish people insisted on going 
into the street, that was no reason why warning 
should not be given, so that sensible people 
could take shelter. The smallness of the num- 
ber of casualties on Saturday was due to the 
fact that a large number of people were wise 
enough to seek refuge when they knew a raid 
was taking place. 


THE HOME SECRETARY, 

Sir GEORGE CAVE said that the present 
state of things was that such warnings as were 
given were not given by the Home Office or the 
lice authorities, but by the Home: Forces.

mb it was exceedingly important that those 
in charge should know of a possible raid, so 
that precautions might be taken. Hon. mem- 
bers who thought that warnings were given on 
Saturday morning as early as seven, or even 
eight, o'clock were quite mistaken. Nobody in 
London knew of the possibility of an air raid 
until long after that time—considerably after 
nine o’clock. Any rumours previously were un- 
founded. The point raised now was whether it 
was desirable to give public warning of an air 
raid. He did not think that an extension of 
the present system of private warnings would 
be sufficient. The police only had short notice, 
and it would be quite impossible for them, in 
the time at their disposal, to give adequate 
notice to buildings of importance, with every 
desire to protect the sehools. For instance, 
there were “2,400 schools in the London district, 
and they could not all be warned. privately. 
The reasons which influenced the Government in 
coming to the conclusion not to give publie 
warning still held good, and if was a question 
for the Government whether that decision 
should be adhered to. Warnings came from

KAISER AND THE

BIG EVENTS IMMINENT. 


In a message from the Hague, the correspon- 
dent of ;the Daily Mail says—The Kaiser held a 
full-dress Crown Council on Sunday, which 
happens only when the gravest issues are at 
stake. 

It is understood from Diplomatic sources, 
says the London: Daily Express, that the 
Emperor Karl laid before the Kaiser, during 
his Vienna visit, a very pessimistic record of 
the internal situation in Austria, and at the 
same time impressed upon his Royal visitor 
his determination to bring peace to a head. 
Members of Parliament from. all parts of Aus- 
tria declared yesterday in the Reichsrath that 
the people are starving, and foreshadowed 
revolution. Added to this is the alarming 
Russian offensive. The word is now with the 
Kaiser and his Chancellor. 


GERMANY’S FEVERISH ATTITUDE 

The German Government. is faced with the 
most serious crisis since the war began, says 
the Daily Telegraph correspondent at 
msterdam. - The various parties are 
furiously contending. — Berlin political circles 
are in @ state of ferment, and all the chief 
personages in the Empire are conferring. Whilst 
the storm is raging’ round the personality and 
policy, or, rather lack of policy, of the Im- 
perial Chancellor, it is clear that the whole 
war situation is under review, and the Kaiser 
has returned from his Austrian pilgrimage to. 
find himself called upon to take decisions of 
the highest importance. Through all the tur- 
moil which is raging it is impossible to visualise 
the real situation, or to do more than spécu- 
late on the cause of the crisis, or what is 
the real nature of the “events of historic 
importance,” which, according to the Berlin 
correspondent of the Aolnische Volkszeitung, 
are taking place. The only definite fact emerg- 
in; is that desperate attempts are being made 
to force the hand of the Chancellor, and to 
compel him, at last, to state without any 
more ambiguity the war objects of the Govern- 
ment, The Reichstag is expected. to remain 


in session all, this week.,,The feverish atmos- | 


phere in which’ developments are awaited is 
indicated by a semi-official Berlin telegram to 
the Kolnische Zeitung, exhorting the public to 
calmness.

BRITISH ARMOURED CARS IN 


RUSSIAN FIGHTING. 


A Times telegram from Russian Headquar-

Although severely handicapped by the mud, 
British armoured cars went ‘iuito action on the 
first day of the offensive, keeping abreast of the 
attacking wave. They suffered ten casualties, 
meluding five men killed and one officer slightly 
wounded. Our trench mortars rendered efficient 
aid. British officers have been recommended for 
honours. Our offensive is Weveloping satisfac- 
torily. It is, indeed, ‘marvellous what the 
Russian Army has already done, and under 
existing conditions. Very heavy rain is fallmg 
again to-day, and desultory fighting is pro 
ceeding.

Captain G. Nagle.—Captain Gilbert 
Royal Suesex Regiment, officially 
killed in action on the 5th inst., was the only 
son of Mr. Garret Nagle, Fortwilliam, Belfast, 
the senior stipendiary magistrate for that city 
Born in 1893, Captain Nagle was educated at 
the Oratory School, near Birmingham, and at 
St. George's College, Weybridge. He then 
went to the Queen's University, Belfast, and 
was a im mber of the University O.T.« , Ww hence 
he passed to Allan's famous engineering works 
at Bedford. At the outbreak of the war he 
volunteered, and received a commission in the 
Royal Susesx Regiment.

A heavy 
bomb was dropped, and penetrated the roof of 
the uppermost storey of the building, with the 
result that there was not a single person killed 
in that building, containing hundreds of per- 
sons. One man was killed just outside by the 
fall of a part of the roof. 

Sir HENRY DALZIEL—You 
warning led to the saving of life? 

Sir GEORGE CAVE said that experience had 
deepened in his mind the impression that in 
buildings of that kind a warning was of use. 
He thought he was safe in saying that, having 
regard to Saturday’s experience, the matter 
must be reconsidered. These considera- 
tions would not be lost sight of. 
They had been already discussed, and 
would be discussed again. There was one 
consideration which had been in his mind for 
weeks past—namely, whether it was possible to 
find some system under which they might give 
out short warning of the immediate impendency 
of a raid. (Hear, hear.) If they could know 
when a raid was almost certain to come on Lon- 
don there would be less objection to making 
the knowledge public. He had discussed the 
matter with the military authorities, but there 
were serious difficulties in the way, and he did 
not know whether it was possible to get over 
them. The Government would consider tho 
whole matter, and he had no doubt that the 
public authorities would loyally acquiesce in any 
decision the Government came to. ! 


Mh. CHURCHILL. 


Mr. CHURCHILL said the Committee had 
heard with satisfaction that the Government 
were going to reconsider the question of warn. 
ings, not only in principle, but in method. The 
suggestion that warning should be givén, if 
possible, only when a raid was actually immi- 
nent, ought, in principle, to be a guide by 
which the Government and the warning 
authorities might avoid the dangers and disad 
vantages of giving warning. The growing in- 
stinct which prompted people to take shelter 
was a thoroughly sound one, and should be 
encouraged and facilitated by the Government, 
and even compelled, if necessary. If the tops of 
the buildings and the etreets could be cleared, 
as if by magic, on warning being given,: it 
would, lead to great saving of life: He had 
heard it said that some of the German bombs 
were filled with shrapnel. If that were so, it 
showed that their object was the infliction of 
casualties on the eivilian population. That 
being en, it was our duty to use every effort to 
frustrate this scheme of the enemy. The 
Government need not be ashamed of changing 
their policy. They were all in this business to- 
gether, and the main thing was to find out the 
best course to pursue. 

Sir HENRY DALZIEL

A fair share has been definitely 
wpromised for the needs of Ireland, provided it 
is taken from the works as made—otherwise ity, 
will not be reserved. Sulphate of ammonia is 
one of the best and most reliable of manures, 
ami farmers shouid order at once at the rate of } 
1 ewt. for every statute acre of potaioes and 
mangels they expect to grow in 1918, as well. as 
1 ewt. for every acre of wheat, oats, or hay to 
be grown on poor land. The great thing is to 
place the order, and place it early. Nothing 
will be gamed by waiting—in fact, the price } 
fixed for the current quarter is 7s. 6d. per ton 
lower than that fixed for the last quarter of 
this year, and less’ by £1 than the price for the 
period from the Ist January to 3lst May, 1918.

to import slags containing less than 90 per cem 
total phosphates. 

W ith regard to superp hosphates, the prospect 
»§ getting normal supplies is at present very 
doubtful. In any case, owing to the great de 
mand for phosphates, due to increased tillage 
these will be a shortage; but if the supply is 
supplemented with purchases of basic slave 
{which can replace superphosphate) it is hoped 
that the joint supplies of the two fertilisers 
along with farmyard mamure and liquid manure. 
will meet the requiremenia of the 1918 crops. 
The great point which thé Department desire to 
emphasise at present is that if farmera, loca] 
dealers, and co-operative societies fail to take 
prompt action, they may find that their orders 
cannot be executed when they place them later 
in the year.
